Ex- 
port re.st  ri(  '  loiis  w  ere  establLshed 
under  the  legislative  authority  of 
the  Stevenson  Act  hi  1833,  with  the 
Idea  of  holding  prices  to  a  level, 
hisurlng  profits  to  British  rubber 
operators,  'who  then  handled  most 
of  the  worlds  supply,  with  the 
I'nlted  States,  the  biggest  buyer. 

Prices  subsequently  experlenoed 
extreme  fluctuations,  rising  at  one 
Mme  to  the  neighborhood  of  $i  a 
i>ound.    American  mantifacturers. 
believing  that  the  restriction  not 
niv  would  continue  to  rai.se  prices

NO  STANDARD  OP  LIFE 

"I  need  not  remind  you  iliat  wiiat 
the  Amerlcan.s  tall  the  standard  of 
life  does  not  (-xlsi.  as  n  matter  of 
fact,  for  this  or  iliat  laborer  con- 
sidered Individually,  but  ocdy  wtien 
appUed  to  a  whole  class  of  work- 
men, living  in  determhied  surround- 
irgs,  occupied  with  prsettcally  an 
equivalent  labor  and  having  about 
the  same  needs  But  labor  compe- 
tition opposes  rliusses  of  workmen 
coming  from  ditTereni  stations  in 
Me,  .some  in  dire  need,  others  en- 
dowed with  a  great  power  of  le- 
siftance  to  privation.  Such  is  tlie 
competition  that  some  foreign  labor 
creates  for  our  laboring  classes: 
that  also  which,  all  over  the  world, 
a'omen  oppose  to  men  who.  as  may 
be  well  understood,  exact  wages 
which  are  necessary  tor  the  OuUn- 
tcnance  of  a  family. 

We  must  discard  the  theory  that 
competition  between  the  laboring 
claasss  la  a  benefit.   It  Is  an  evu.

EFFECT  UPON  HOME 
"On    the   other   hand,  moralists 
I  l*olnt  out  that  the  home  has  been 
dealt  thereby  a  .severe  blow.  Women 
arc  not  so  well  prepared  as  men  to 
their  new  condition  of  existence 
They  readily  emancipate  themselves 
from  the  bondage  of  family  duties 
They  start  working  at  an  early  age, 
often  at  thlrte- n  oi  fourteen  years.

However,  everything  has  not  been 
rosy  in  shipping  products  from  Cal- 
ifornia any  more  than  from  other 
beet  Ions  of  this  continent. 

In  an  ariuic  in  The  World's  Work, 
entitled  "Anarchy  on  the  F^rm." 
written  by  James  E  Boyle,  prolessi  r 
of  rural  economy,  Cornell  University, 
the  following  paragraphs  ooeur: 

"We  do  need  the  orderly  market- 
ing of  our  fruit~s  and  vegetables  In 
place  of  the  pi  escni  aiian  liy  In  mar- 
keting the.se  perishables  One  mil- 
lion I  ars  a  vcar  ol  ihese  produ  '  i 
go  to  market,  valued  at  one  billion 
dollars.  Their  average  haul  Is  1.500 
miles,  and  the  preventable  leak  is 
ten  per  cent,  or  a  hundred  oiiUion 
doUars  a  year.  Yet  we  have  altern- 
ating gluts  and  famine  on  the  mar- 
ket; price  swings  of  IMO  per  cent 
in  a  sea.son!  Here  Is  a  food  that  is 
rapidly  liu  rea.sing  in  volume  of  con- 
.sumption,  a  food  that  doctors  and 
health  nurses  and  dictiiian.s  urge  us 
to  eat  In  .si  ill  larger  cjuaiit  it  les.  But 
the  dealers  in  the.se  pen  .hables  are 
paralysed  with  fear  of  gluts  and 
spoilage  and  prlee  declines.  Futile 
and  impotent  agraemente  for  price 
stablllsatkm  are  made.  The  biietneaa 
is  demoratlied.  The  producers 
through  their  ro-operatlves  are  more 
and  mi're  grading  and  standardising 
and  pulling  op  a  pack  of  uniform 
and  dc|)endable  quality.  But  where 
and  when  to  ship?  That  to  the  un- 
solved question." 

"Every  year  similar  sltuaUons  de- 
velop with  cantaloupes,  watermelons, 
celery,  lettuce,  potatoes,  gn^ies  and 
other  fruits  and  vegetables.  Since 
shipments  are  now  made  for  such 
long  di.siances.  here  ngain  we  need 
a  national  policy  of  di:  tnbutlon,  co- 
ordinating local  programmes." 

"According  to  the  above  diagnosto. 
agriculture  to  suffering  from  a  three- 
fold anarchy;   disorderly   develop - 
men'  disorderly  production  and  dis 
orderly  marketing  of  perisliables 

Following  thto  introduction,  some 
brief  account  will  be  given  of  how 
some  of  the  organlaatlons  in  Call 
lomla  have  attempted  to  solve  their 
narketlng  proMems.  some  of  which 
iuive  been  almost  more  complex 
than  those  of  British  Columbto.
